THE PUBLIC' SCHOOLS. 

The bold attempt of the superintend- 
ent of education to usurp thi; functions 
•which the School Act confers on tlio 
. YictoinarntniBteea meb -with a severe 
- and merited rebuke in the summary 
.■^'closing of the girls' department of the 
Victoria schools. The correspondence 
•which reached the public through this 

• medium yesterday morning holds tlic 
superintendent up before the public in 

loVen'aLworse light than did the evidence 
taken bisfore the committee of the 

• Houso and the report of that body. Wo 
have observed witii regret in the two 
annual reports submitted by the supcr- 
intondent, and. prominent in the evidence 
and correspoudenco laid before tlio 
committoe, manifestations of a petty, 

. spiteful and morose disposition, a ten- 
dency to prefer unfounded charges 
right and left, and a general desire to 
make both himself and those who (un- 
fortunately for themselves and the in- 
stitution) have como under his iron 
^rale, miserable. There is no evidence 
.•of a dcairo to conciliate or to apologize 
for the gi'ievous insult offered by him 
to the late board of education ; nor is 
any eiFort put forth to compromise the 
difficulty -with the board of trustees, wlio, 
representing as they do the popular 
element in school matters, are entitled 
to at least respectful treatment. The 
'superintendent conunenced his official 
career by cracking a whip ^ about the 
ears of all who did not at once fall in 
with his peculiar and antiquated ideas 
of management. Ho api)licd tlu; 1,'ish 
with impunity to those whom circum- 
stances have temporarily i)laccd in hi.s 
power. Ho laid on and spared not 
when any of the teachers opposed 
his tyrannical measures. Ho even 
grajjj)led with some success with the 
board of education, and annoyed and 
irritated that useful nud impartial 
*body after they had resigned. ]3ul 
when ho fell 'foul of th« Victoria 
trustees he met with more than bis 
match. He found himself in the hands 
of men who knowing their i-lglits were 
sufficiently' indepenilent to maintain 
them even at the expense of a hand-to- 
hand struggle. 

No man over assumed a public ]iosi- 
tion under more favorable auspices 
than those which attended Mr. Mc- 
Kenzie's induction. He •was under- 
stood to liavc scored a good record as a 
teacher; had not been known as a vio- 
lent political partisan; was not be- 
lieved to bo the possessor of a small 

j'^and vindictive nature; and, moreover, 
was entitled to attach the charnc- 
tors "B. A." to his name. All parties 
and clas-es had a good word to say for 
the new superintendent. We ourselves 
gave him a cordial reception, and were 
disposed to look upon him as an officer 
of great promise and usefulness. One 
of bis earliest acts tended to dispel the 
illusion, and when the first report ap- 
peared in which lie preferred a direct 
charge of favoritism against the late 
board of education; alluded in con- 
temptuous terms to the official acts of 
his immediate predecessor, and re- 
ferred to the teachers as a body in any- 
thing but a complimentary manner, we 
lost faith in the man. It was plain to 
be seen that ho had made up his mind 
to be as disagreeable as possible to- 

. wards the intelligent men and 
women whom chance had brought 
under bis sway, and to reserve his favors 
only for sycophantic admirers. Wo at 
tacked that report unsparingly, and 
during the past year have looked in 
vain for the) introduction of the great 
reforms wliicb the superintendent fore- 
shadowed. Instead of reform, what 
does the report for 1879-80 demon- 
strate'? That after the JMcKe^zie reign 
of eighteen months the schools are in a 
state of demoralization and disorganiza 
tion that threatens disintegration. That 
instead of having won the confidence 
and esteem of those under liim ho has 
excited emotions of a far different na- 
ture. A committee of the House — 
the majority of whom were govcrn- 

• tnent supporter.s— to whom were as- 
Btgned the duty of inquiring into the 
condition of the schools, have condemn- 
ed the Buperintendent and his so-called 
•reforms, and have reeoiamcndud his 
removal. In the face of that report it 
is proposed to continue .Mr. McKex- 
ziE in, office ami artually place him on 
the board of examiners at the approacii- 
ing examination. What contidenee 
can be reposed in the decision of a board, 
the chairman of which is the undis- 
guised personal enemy of three-Gfths of 
the teachers who are likely to present 
themselves for examination, we leave 
that portion of the public who read bis 
last annual report to say.

Washixoton, May 20. — Last even- 
ing a long debated question was fully 
settled and Edward Hanlan won the 
title of champion oarsman of America. 
The great race occupied 3G minutes 
and 49 3-lOth sec. Blackio gave tho 
cautionary "are you ready ?" and three 
seconds after, "Go," which sent the 
men away to a beautiful start. Court- 
ney's oars scorned to catch a trifle in 
advance of bis opponent and v.-ith 
sturdy, oven grip uiion the water sent' 
the boat palpably in front. For tho 
(irst half minute he pulled 18 strokes 
or at the rate of 36 to tho minute, 
whilo Hanlan timed 11. Before Court- 
ney liad pulled 10 strokes, however, 
llanlan had overhauled him and each 
succeeding stroke sent his boat further 
to tho fore. At tho first flag, marking 
an Jth of a mile from tho start, clear 
water could be seen between tho stern 
of tho boat and the bow of Courtney's. 
At this point Courtney turned, looked 
over his shoulder and evidently realis- 
ed that he was beaten and as suddenly 
tlropped his stroke to 30 and shook his 
head to some ono on tho referee's boat 
who bad shouted to him to pull, .sa^-ing, 
"It isn't in me." llanlan also cased 
up anil j)ulling steadily at ,"2 strokes 
to the minute opened the gap as he 
pleased, llanlan reached tho three- 
quarter flag ten lengths in advance 
palling 31 strokes a minute and lead- 
ing by nearly fifteen boats' lengths, 
Courtney laboring unsteadily at about 
28 and frequently casting des[)airing 
glances over his shoulder. Soon after 
passing tho mile flag Courtney stop- 
ped rowing, removed tho handkerchief 
dipped it in tho water and replaced 
it on his head, repeating the operation 
half-a-dozen times during the next 
mile. The steering which was at first 
faultless became more and more erratic. 
Hanlan reached the two-mile Hag in 13 
minutes and 3|th seconds, ,just oiie- 
eigiitli of a mile in advance of Courtney 
who stopped finally threo-cighths of a 
milo from the turn or two and one- 
eighth miles from the start, and turning 
his boat pulled leisurely over ilie course 
and disembarked at faia headquarters at 
the Potomac boat-house. Hanlan pulled 
on to tho turning stake and squared 
away for the finish in 17 minutes and 
51 seconds from the skart. On tho 
way home Hanlan gradually overhaul 
ed Courtney, and thousands on shore 
and upon boats and steamers which 
lined the course, not knowing Courtney 
had not turned the stake-boat, imagined 
the race was a debatable issue and rent 
tho air with cheers for their respective 
favorites. Hanlan, however, soon 
[lasscd Courtney and pulled leisurely 
to the last eighth of the course, when in 
responso to blowing of whistles and 
cheers from thousands of spectators he 
quickened to 40 strokes and exhibited 
a splendid burst of speed to the 
finish, which, ami';lst cheers, he reached 
in 3G minutes -19 3-10 secoiuis from 
tho time of starting. Hanlan was 
awarded the raco by tlo referee and 
cordially congratulated. Haulan then 
picked his way through scores of 
steamers and river craft of every de- 
scription and reached his quarters at 
tho Aralostan boat-house, where ho 
was received amid the wildest demon- 
strations of delight and lifted bodily 
from his boat and carried upon the 
shoulders of enthusiastic friends into 
tho boathouse. Riley rowed over the 
course a little ahead of Hanlan all the 
way, increasing the lead tow;irds the 
close. Hanlan made a speech to scronad- 
ors in the evening saying lie came to 
row a race and regretted the oppor- 
tunity was not given him. He de- 
nounced Kiley as no gentleman and 
otl'ered to row Rilev tO-morrow for 
81000 to .$10,000. 

Washington, May 20. - llanlan 
and lliley have expressed themselves 
anxious for a' race. Citizens liavo sub- 
scribed a purse and it is now definitely 
arranged that a race between Hanlan 
and Riley will take place on Wednes- 
day, May 26th, over the name course 
rowed by Hanlan and Courtney to- 
day. Two-thirds of tho prize goes to the 
winner and one-third to the other con- 
testant. Hanlan received his six thous- 
and dollars. 



Afternoon Dispatch. 

ENGLAND. 

Lo.si)0.\, May 20. — ^Tlio meeting of 
constituents of Flimsoll was very en- 
thusiastic. After a statement by Plim- 
soll giving as his reasons for vacating 
his seat that Sir \V'illiain Harcourt 
would further shipping reform, re- 
solutions passed unanimously but re- 
luctantly inviting Sir William to lie- 
come their candidate. 

London, May 20. — Four hundred 
and fifty noblemen and gontlemcii were 
present at a meeting of conservatives 
at Bridgewator Houso yesterday, in- 
cluding Lords Salisbury and Carnar- 
von, Sir Stafford Nortlicotc and Mr. 
Cross. Lord Bcaconsfield after having 
expressed a hoj)o tliat> proceedinj.s 
would be regarded as strictly private, re- 
ferred to tho sudden change of posi- 
tion of parties, but saw no reason to 
despair. There weiso already signs of 
encouragement. He expressed sur- 
prise that Gladstone, after repeated ex- 
pressions of desire to retire from tho 
political controversy should accept two 



posts. Lord BeaconsSeld denied ever 
intending ' to resign tho premiership, 
and' recommended that : conservatives 
should maintain tlicir attitude of dig- 
nified opposition. Toacertain extent radi- 
calism was for the present triumphant, 
but nothing would inducehimtoattribute 
tlic defeat of the conservatives to a de- 
.sirc for change. lie considered it im- 
possible for the present miiiistry with 
its discordant elements to last long. 
Sir Eobert Peel, Sir Stafford North- 
coto and Lords Carnarvon lyid Snlis 
bury also spoke. 

SPAIN. 

■ , Madbio, May 20.— The police have 
disbancled several bands of advanced 
radicals in tho Province of Terrcol. 
The baud had menaced several villages 
headed by a noted Carlist adventurer. 

London, May 20. — A Berlin cor- 
respondent learus upon trustworthy 
authority tliat Germany intends to in 
crease her naval force on eastern 
Asiatic stations aa soon as relations 
between Russia and China assumes 
graver aspects. 

Atlanta, May 20. — Senator John 
B. Gordon sent in his resignation to 
the government, to take effect imme- 
diately. Tho government has accepted 
his resignation and will appoint a suc- 
cessor at once. Senator Gordon assigns 
his reason as weariness with public 
affah's and prcssui'o of private buaiiiesa. 

Evening Dispatch. 

ENGLAND. 

LoNuoN, iMay 20. — The Australian 
frientis of 'J'ricket have dispatched X50 
for a match with Hanlan who has been 
telegraphed. Patrons of rowing in 
New South Wales have united to send 
Trieket to England and arc propareil 
to sn])port hiin in his endeavors. 

London, jMay 20.--Tlie non-recall of 
.Sir Bartle Frere threatens to create con- 
siderable dissatisfaction within the lib- 
oral part}'. Several advanced liberal 
newspapers, including tho Pall Mall 
Gazelle, are clamorous for bis recall. 
^Members of the present Government 
here strongly censured the Benoons- 
lield cabinet for retaining iiim and 
blaming bim for precipitating tho Zulu 
war. At that time it was alleged that 
Court influence maintained Sir Bartlo 
Froro in his position and anything 
savoring of Court influence in especial- 
ly distasteful to that section of the lib- 
eral partv u-hieli now demands bis 
recall. 

Patrick John Smytho, the recently 
elected houio rule member for Tipper- 
ary, has ))Iacod bis resignation iu the 
hands of his constituents. He says 
that events since tho election bring 
homo to him forcibly tho truth that 
he is not in harmony with what ap- 
[icars to be public opinion in Ireland. 

JiONDON, May 20. — The Parnoll re- 
ception committee have decided to hold 
a free public meeting at St. James 
Hall on the Dtli of June, followed by a 
great deraoustration in Trafalgar Square. 

Sailors and stokers at Liverpool are 
about to siriko for an advance of wages. 

LoNuoN, May 20. — In his speech at 
the meeting of conservatives at Bridge- 
water House yesterday it is stated 
Beaconsliold admitted his great sur- 
prise at the result of tho election. He 
took upon himself part of the blame 
for tho dissolution of parliament, but 
said that party whips were not blame- 
less as the defeat of the conservatives 
■ was greatly due to lamentable de- 
ficiency in organization which ho trust- 
ed would be remedied in future and 
with that view be suggested tho ap- 
pointment of a committeo with W. H. 
Smith as chairman. Ho said that ru- 
mors of his retirement from the leader- 
ship of the party wuro unfounded. If 
the i)arty considered his retention of 
the leadership an advantage whatever 
ability he possessed would bo devoted 
to their service. 

liOrd Carnarvon, who was warmly 
cheered, said that he had secaded from 
the government in consequence of a 
diflerenco with his colleagues upon a 
single . measure. Tho composition of 
the ne\v mini.stry filled him with doubt 
and dismay ami he felt it his duty to 
support tho conservative party to tbo 
utmost of his powei'. 

WK.ST INDIKS. 
Kingston, May 12.— Tho drought 
continues. Ono shower of rain fell 
last week in the vicinity of Falmouth, 
the first for three months. Water is 
so scarce that it is sold for six cents a 
gallon. Stock of all kinds are dying 
tor want of water. iDry weather is 
seriously afTccting young canes and 
fears are entertained for next yoar's 
sugar crop. 

Midnight Dispatch. 

TSa QI7Ei^ SFEEOH. 

London, IMay 20. — Parliament ro- 
assembled to-day. Tho queen's speech 
refers to the cordial relations witli all 
powers, hopes for the speedy execution 
of the whole treaty of Berlin and re- 
fers to the mission of G. J. Goschen in 
that connection; says tbo efTorts to 
pacifiy the Afghans and establish a 
strong and independent but friendly 
government will bo increased. The con- 
dition of India's finances recently made 
known will require special attention. 
The policy of confederation in Soutii 
Africa is advised, but Transvaal will he 
retained. Imports and exports and 
other signs indicate a revival of trade, 
but depression is lately perceived. The 
revenue continuc.y unabated. Esti- 
mates of income laid before last parlia- 
ment will probably nofr be exceeded. 
Tho late season for coiivening will in 
tbrferfero with legislation. Tlie peace 
])rc3ervation act in Ireland will expire 
on tho 1st of June and will not bo re- 
newed. The loyalty and good sense of 
the Irish people justify reliance in the 
provisions of ordinary law firmly ad- 
ministered for the niaintennnco of peace 
and order. Acts for tbn mitigation of 
distress in Ireland have been serviceable 
to that end. The question of insufSoi- 
encyof advances authoriicd by tho acts 



is under consideration. Burial and ballot 
acts, a bill to protect tenants against 
injury from ground game, a bill to de- 
termine the liability of employers for 
accidents to servants 'and a bill for tho 
extension of borough franchise to Ire- 
land will be submitted to parliameat. 
Lord Selborne; lord high chancellor, read 
the speech. The house of commons 
was crowded, but the.attendance in the 
house of peers was meagre.

Marble Quarry. — Mr. J. W. McKay 

is the fortunate and happy possessor of a 
marblo quarry within tho city limits. 
Nearly everyone will liave observed tho 
groat mass of rocks tliat lies to the left of 
Uovornment House road, just as the last 
turn is made before tlie gate is reached. 
This property has boon regarded as near- 
ly worthless- until a few days ago Mr. BIc- 
Kay discovered a scam of variegated 
marble oight or ten feot in width running, 
through its centre. Specimens of the 
marblo have been polished and tested and 
are pronounced of quality equal to tho 
best Italian and as easily worked. A 
company will bo formed to work the de- 
posit which, from its accessibility, must 
enter largely into the construction of 
buildings in this city and neighborhood.

Tho i-esidenco of James 
Gago was totally destroyed by fire, 
with two of his daughters, aged twelve 
i^nd liftooii years, and also tho daughter 
of Goorgo Wadt^, agetl fourteen. Tlie 
p.ircnts being on their other farm, 
about fivo miles distant, putting in thoir 
crops, they thought thoy would not re- 
turn the same night, tlieir horses being 
so tired. Tlioy knew nothing of tho 
firo and tho death of their children till 
about S o'clock tliis morning, wiien a 
neighbor conveyed tiiein tlio sad ncw.s. 
It waa an act of Providence that tiiey 
took their other three children with 
them, as they would undoubtedly have 
perished also. Tlio liou.se was a log 
structure, framed on tho „outside, and 
was very old. Mr. Gage's brothers 
live very closo to tlio house, but when 
tlioy arrived it was too late to save 
anything, and they had to stand back 
and see three lives but a few steps 
from tlieni pass i-.to eternity. It i.'s 
supposed, as tho . liarrnd remains of the 
ehlost girl were near the door, that she 
had tried to got out, but was stricken 
down or sufFocatod on tho point of her 
escape. Tlie bodies of the unfortiinato 
girls were burnt to a crisp, not a particle 
of flesh being discernible on tlio few 
remaining bones. The youngest girl 
was burned in her bed. One of the 
others was lying by the bed, and the 
other was lying by the door with a lamp 
by her side.

The Countess of Derby recently 
drove through Southport endeavouring 
to enlist popular favour for the Liberal 
candidates, and the' .conservatives, 
"being too gallant to^'groanthe lady," 
turned their coats inside out and fol- 
lowed her carriage. 

A poor woman was lately arrested 
for picking up pieces of rotten branches 
cs of white thorn for firewood on one 
of the Marquis of Lansdowne's estate, 
near Kenraare, Ireland. The bailiff of 
this great nobleman swore the value 
of the wood taken to be one penny, 
and the woman was fined three shill- 
ings and a penny for tho offence. She 
was about to bo arrested for default 
and put in prison, when hor husband, 
who was in bed prostrated with want 
and hunger, got up to go in search of 
an oflicial of the Lansdowno property 
who owed him three shillings. Ho 
died on the way from exposure and 
starvation. 

Two men belonging to the villiage 
of Balintafly, county Mayo, lately 
abandoned their farm through inabil- 
ity, it was stated, to pay rent under 
"imiio.ssiblo" conditions. They gave 
up po.ssession of their holdings to a 
Roman Catholic curate of the neighbor- 
hood — Father Corbett — preparatory to 
their emigrating to America. Tho rev. 
gcntlomaii and some members of tho 
Land League assembled, and the ju'iest 
put in possession of the farms two "de- 
termined-looking young men," whom 
he in.structed to hold out at all haz- 
ards. A notice board was reared con- 
taining the words "Let no man take 
this land," and Father Corbett said 
tliey would see whether any man 
would take tlioso holdings till full com- 
pensation had been made to tho ten- 
ants and the present rents reduced. 
"Let no man," ho added, "take these 
holdings ; let them grow there waste, 
and before long matters will come to a 
crisi.s." 

At Kirkwall, in the Orkneys, as ilr. 
John Pender, who represented the 
Wick Burghs in the lato Parliament, 
was leaving liis hotel to ounvass tho 
electors of the place, a noisy erowd sur- 
rounded bis carriage, and be at first 
hesitated to proceed to Stromncss, as 
he had intended. Some of his sup- 
porters, howe\cr, thought the feeling 
wos in his favor, and he stepped in, 
but before his -private secretary or any 
friend could follow him the crowd ran 
off with the carriage at full speed, leav- 
ing the hon. mambcr's friends to fol- 
low as best they could. On arriving 
at tho Ayro-road and attempt was 
made to run the carriage into the sea 
It was got off the road on to the beach, 
but fortunately the pole became detach- 
ed from the carriage, and tho fore 
wheels getting locked, it was brought 
to a stand. The glass window was 
broken and driven into the carriage, 
and Mr. Pender's hat was smashed. 
Mr. Pender left the carriage, and ad- 
dressing the jsrowd, appealed to them 
for protection from such conduct. 
After the pole had got clear of the 
vehicle an attempt was again made to 
run off with it, but tiiia tlio bettor dis- 
posed among tlio crowd prevented, and 
Mr. Ponder was allowed to continue 
the journey. 



Another Scene in tho Senate. 

In the Senate this morning auothor 
discreditable scene took place, in which 
Sir Alexander Campbell and Hon. ^Mr. 
Alexander were the principal actors. 
It appears that the latter has frequent- 
ly assailed the iNIinister of Militia on 
one pretence or another, and to-day, on 
a motion to adopt the report of tho 
committee on contingencies, Sir Alex- 
ander, in reply to a few remarks by 
Hon. i\Ir. Alexander, proceeded to cas- 
tigate hini iu a most severe manner. 
He oha,rged the member for Woodstock 
with haviug_assailed him in public and 
in private incessantly and without 
cause, with having made use of slan- 
derous and untruthful remarks, and 
with being guilty of ingratitude, as it 
was to him (Sir Alexander) that he was 
indebted for his seat in tho Senate. 
Frequently during his speach the min- 
ister of militia was interrupted with 
points of order raised by Mr. Alexan- 
der. Tho latter vociferated loud de- 
nials, pounded his fist on bis desk, to 
the discomfort of his neighbors, and 
was frequently ruled out of order by 
Mr. Speaker. On one of these rulings 
being given he stated that there was no 
fair play for a humble member like 
himself in tho House. Senator Miller 
moved that his words be taken down, 
as they were disropcctful to 
tbo chair. This was done, and 
Senator Alexander denied that he 
applied his remarks at all to the Speak- 
er. To adequately describe the scone 
it may be remarked that it was quite 
equal to that in which Senators 
Miller and Kaulbach were the princi- 
pal actors, or to any one for which the 
present Houso of Commons has become 
60 celebrated. — Globe.

-STARVED TO TBATH. ' 

A Now Jorsey Pastor Four Days and 
msrhts Without Food.— Found 
: Dead in^ Bis Rut. 

H'roni the New York Telcirr;'tii.| 

This afternoon the e.vainiiiation was 
continued in the case of Amos Thomp- 
son, who was found dead on Sunday 
morning in an old, untenanted house, 
in Milton, a suburb of Bah way (N.J.) 
under circumstances which indicate 
strongly that ho had starved to death. 
County Physician Tyrrol, of Elizabeth, 
yesterday institutetl an examiimtion to 
determine the cause of death. The 
stomach of the deceased was removed 
for analysis, but no sworn testimony 
taken. Inquiry among the residents 
of Milton, however, wont to confirm 
the theory of starvation, which was 
suggested by the circumstances of the 
dead minister and his surroundings. 
Thompson was about forty-oight years 
of ago, and had been a resident of 
Rahway and Milton for a number of 
years. Lately ho had begun to preach 
in Zion Church (colored), in Loetown, 
another suburb of Hah way. Pie was 
to have held sorviec in that church on 
Sunday, the day ho was found dead. 
The congregation of tho church are 
said to bo extremely poor people nnd 
thoir contributioim wholly inadequate 
for hia support. T'onsequently Tliomp 
son was obliged to work during the 
intervals of his religious labors to ob- 
tain tlio means of a livelihood. 

A POOR PREACHER. 

To bo a preacher had been his aim 
and ambition, and it is said his begin- 
ning lately at Zion Church was a 
source of iiuich pride and satisfaction 
to him. He was educated above the 
ordinary itinerant colored minister, 
having learned to road and write with 
tho aid of such instructions as he receiv- 
ed from school children in the village, 
The fact tho church was unable to sup- 
port him BCGiiied to ofi'cr little or no 
discouragement, as lie worked cheer- 
fully at such odd jobs as ho could got, 
and %vas generally liked by the citizens 
of tho village as a handy, good-natured 
man. Nothing was seen of him in 
Milton after last Tuesday noon until 
his dead body was found on Sunday 
morning. On Tuesday he ate hia din- 
ner with his brother-in law, with whom 
he was engaged to do some work on 
tho day following. On Wednesday he 
did not put in an appearance, nor in 
the next two days. It was thought by 
his brother-in-law that he had gone 
down into Rahway, and no particular 
inquiry was made about him. On 
Friday night he was lieard by some 
boya in the rooms of the building in 
which ho had taken up his quarters, 
which is a dilapidated, windowless 
house, near tho bridge. 

A POVIJUTV-STRICKCN HOME. 

He was found by Mr. William H. 
Littlo, a citizen and resident of Milton, 
•^0 went to the branch in tho rear of 
tho houBoVrfor a bucket of water. 
While passing tho outhouse ho saw 
some one apparently lying on tho floor 
and pushing tho unhinged uoor aside, 
discovered Thompson lying dead. With 
the assistance of an early passsr-by he 
was carried to the house. Here a 
scene of destitution and wretchedness 
presented itself, which indicated very 
plainly the jjrobablii cause of death. 
Tho rooms were cold and bare of any 
furniture, witli the exception of two 
chairs. There was no fuel, And tho 
fireplace had evidently been without a 
firo for many days. Tliero were no 
cooking utensils nor anything in the 
shape of provisions to bo found. In a 
corner of the smaller of the two roomi 
a number of old rags were collected, 
which had evidently formed his bed. 

Tho body was laid upon an old door, 
supported by two chairs, and the au- 
thorities notified. From facts ascer- 
tained, ifc is pretty clear that the old 
man had eaten nothing during the 
four days ]>reccding Wa death, though 
his poverty had been known, He 
never applied to the poormastor for 
relief which would have been extend e<l 
and spoke littlo of his troubles to any 
of his friend,s. The belief that he lit- 
erally starved to death is general in 
Milton and freely expressed. He had 
two married daughters in tlie village, 
who were too poor to materially assist 
bim, but who say they would have re- 
lieved his hunger if he had applied to 
them.

A BYLAW 

rov tho Bottor Obsorvanoo of tho 
Sabbath. 

BE IT ENACTED BY THE MAYOR 
and Oduacii of tho Oorporatiou of thp 
City of Victoria as follows: — 

1. No person shall keep open-on the 
Sabbath day for tho sale of goods, wares 
or morchaudiso by wholesale or retail, 
other than liquor by retail, any storo, 
warehouse or other place of buaineaa. 

2. No person . shall keep any saloon 
open for tho saJrof liquor by retail be- 
tween tho hours of ten o'clock in tho 
forenoon and five o'clock in the afternoon 
of any Sabbatli day. 

3. No person shall keep open any bar- 
ber shop between the hours of 10 o'clock 
in tho forenoon and five o'clock in the 
afternoon on tho Sabbath day. 

4. No per.son shall keep open for the 
sale of liquor ))y retail any bar in any 
hotel or grocery between tho hours of ton 
o'clock in tho forenoon and five o'clock 
on the afternoon of any Sabbath day. 

5. It shall not be lawful to discharge 
any cargo, e-xcopt live stock, from any 
ship, steamer, schooner, sloop or vessel 
of any description on the Sabbath day. 

G. It shall not bo lawful for any per- 
son to peddle any description of goods, 
except milk, on the Sabbath day. 

7. Any person guilty of any infraction 
of this bylaw sliall bo subject to a penalty 
not exceeding twonty-fivo dolkrs nor loss 
tlian five dollars. 

Every penalty imposed by this bylaw 
may, together with tho coats yf convic- 
tion, be recovered in a summary manner 
before the Police Magi.strato of tlio City 
of Victoria or any Justice of the Peace 
liaving jurisdiction witliin tho limits of 
tlio City of Victoria, and may be levied 
by distress and sale of tho goods and 
chatties of tho otl'ondor, and in default of 
[javment of such penalty and costs, then 
by imprisonment of such offender for any 
term not exceeding one calendar month 
in one of Iler Majesty's gaols.
